family offers 
$1000 reward

A $1,000 reward is being offered by the parents of 
Paula Casteem, the BYU coed assaulted and stabbed 
on the stairs below the Maeser Building Thursday 
night. 

The reward is for information leading to the.convic- 
tion of the assailant. Miss Casteem, 20, 800 N. 42 East, 
No. 307, from Bakersfield, Calif., identified her at- 
tacker as a male, Mexican, approximately 150 lbs., five 
feet six or five feet seven inches tall, medium build, 
dark complexion, with brown eyes and short straight 
black hair. He is approximately 20 to 23 years old. 
Robert Kelshaw, Chief of BYU Security/Police, issued 
a statement Friday saying there is reason to believe 
there are “one or two individuals” who know the 
suspect or have information of him. 

Kelshaw also issued a plea for anyone having infor- 
mation regarding the case to notify the department. 
Kelshaw said persons calling in can be assured all in- 
formation will be kept strictly confidential. 

Miss Casteem is listed in “fair” condition at Utah 
Valley Hospital. The assailant was last seen wearing 
brown corduroy pants and a brown or tan shirt. He is 
wanted for aggravated robbery. : 

Kelshaw said her purse was taken but was recovered 
on the brushy slope below the Maeser Building. 
Kelshaw said it did not appear anything was missing 
from the purse. 

Miss Casteem was grabbed from behind after climb- 
ing the stairs at 800 N. 200 East at about 7:08 p.m. She 
was hit over the head five times with a blunt object 
which Kelshaw believes may have been the handle of 
the 3-inch knife later used to stab Miss Casteem once 
in the back. 

Kelshaw said Friday “some leads indicate the at- 
tacker could possibly be a BYU student or a local per- 
son.” He added there are “a lot of unknowns’ in the in- 
vestigation but “if leads will just develop the way we 
hope they will,” chances of arresting the attacker are 
“very good.”

Do you like horror 
stories? Here’s a goodie. 
It’s about Fred 
Whitehead. 

Fred graduated in 1966 
‘from the University of 
Kansas, went to England 
on a Fullbright 
scholarship, finished a 
Ph.D. at Columbia Un- 
iversity and got a job at 
Southern Illinois Univer- 
sity teaching English. 

Then after a year he 
was laid off and that led 
to months of futile job 
searching. He finally 
enrolled in a trade school 
and is now a welder in 
Kansas City. 

Pretty scary, huh! Es- 

pecially if you're a BYU 
senior taking your last, 
deep academic breath 
before diving into the job 
market. 
_ The best way to avoid a 
belly flop, according to 
BYU Placement Director 
R. Wayne Hansen, is to 
start preparing now. 

“The quality approach 
to potential employers 
gets quality results and 
part of that is beginning 
early,” says Hansen. 


The Placement Center 
is urging next year’s 
graduates to attend a 
series of its workshops 
which provide tips on let- 
ter writing, compiling a 
resume and putting your 
best foot forward (rather 
than in your mouth) dur- 
ing an interview. 


In addition, the center 
has an up-to-date library 
for researching prospec- 
tive employers and also 


attracts recruiters from 
the national business 
community to interview 
BYU prospects. 

But the key to landing a 
good job after graduation 
is to begin now. 

“It’s strange that most 
students will devote 18 
years or more in preparing 
themselves educationally 
for a career,’ Hansen 
said, ‘‘but they won’t even 
spend 20 minutes actually 
finding out how to get the 
job.” 

The first step, ac- 
cording to Hansen, is to 
determine exactly what 
kind of job you want. 

“The biggest problem 
our graduates face is not 
focusing in on the specific 
position they’re after. The 
person who can zero-in on 
the exact job he wants 
usually gets it,” Hansen 
said. ‘‘Don’t deal in 
generalities (‘1 want to 
teach,’ etc.) Be specific 
and go after it.” 

The next step is to 
register with the Place- 
ment Center and ‘begin 
building your skills 
through the workshops. 


“We show the student 
how to write an effective 
cover letter that really 
grabs his potential em- 
ployer. Also how to 
prepare a resume and how 
to make the greatest im- 
pact in an interview.” 


During the workshops, 
students view and analyze 
video tapes of actual in- 
terviews held between 
students and national 
business representatives. 


Then with skills 
developed and strategies 
mapped out, the real 
door-knocking begins 
with letters, interviews 
and especially follow-ups. 

“T’ve seen employers 
who were ready to reject 
an applicant, but changed 
their minds and hired him 
because of effective 
follow-up. A phone call 
three days after the inter- 
view can often tip the 
scales in your favor,” 
Hansen said. 

Mike is an example of 
one who started early. He 
began two years before 
graduation to contact 
businesses. He never 
passed up an opportunity 
at school or at home to 
talk to potential em- 
ployers. He was involved 
in over two dozen inter- 
views just for the ex- 
perience. He planned 
what he wanted, did his 
homework and when the 
“biggie” came, it was a 
snap. His biggest problem 
was turning down the of- 
fers he got long before 
graduation. 

Hansen says the job 
market looks very good for 
next year’s graduates, but 
regardless of whether the 
market is up or down, 
that shouldn’t determine 
their outlook. 

“The job market is as 
good as you want to make 
it,” he said. “If you want 
to hustle, you can get the 
100. If your don t,..tne 
market is pretty bleak. 
For the person who really 
goes after it, getting a job 
can be a lot of fun.”

Mother relies on dialysis machine for life

Betty Webb, mother of 
two teen-aged daughters, 
stays alive by going to 
Utah Valley Hospital 
three times a week for four 
hours to have her blood 
cleansed by an artificial 
kidney machine. 

She is one of approx- 
imately 125 area kidney 
patients now being helped 
by the dialysis machine, 
as the artificial kidney 
aparatus is termed.

Mrs. Webb is suffering 
from chronic renal failure, 
the more serious of two 
major types of kidney 
failure. Patients with this 
condition never regain use 
of their kidneys. They can 
remain alive only through 
the use of an artificial kid- 
ney machine or by a kid- 
ney transplant. 


Mrs. Webb’s kidneys 
quit funtioning in Sep- 
tember of 1976 because of 
an infection. Other causes 
of kidney failure range 
from untreated strep 


throat, heart attacks and 
massive accidents to 
hereditary deseases. 

Kidney failure is 
“usually complicated by 
many other things. It’s 
something that very 
seldom happens in itself,” 
explains Phil Robinson, 
assistant supervisor of the 
Utah Valley Hospital 
dialysis unit. 


Unlike Mrs. Webb,: 


some patients have acute 
kidney. failure. This con-

When Mrs. Webb was 
first put on a dialysis 
machine, she could feel 
the blood starting to go 
through it. Now, however, 
she says she feels nothing. 

How does the prospect 
of being on a dialysis 
machine three times a 
week to survive affect 
one’s outlook on life?

“Tt’s like you know you 
should go to church; so 
you go to church,” she 
reflects. ‘If you accept it, 
you’re a lot better off.” 

Mrs. Webb has few un- 
desirable effects from 
dialysis, but other 
patients often suffer 
headaches and dizziness, 
or become ill while on the 
machine. 

Mrs. Webb uses the 
four hours under treat- 
ment to catch up on her 
reading, while some of her 
fellow patients play cards 
or bingo or read. She feels 
no different before, during 
or after her ‘‘run” on the 
machine. Only occasion- 
ally does she ‘‘feel a little 
tired when I go home.” 

Paying for this very ex- 
pensive treatment is dif- 
ficult. Mrs. Webb could 
only throw her hands in 
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the air when asked about 
it. 

According to Peg 
Miller,- social worker for 
the dialysis unit at the 
University Hospital in 
Salt Lake City, ‘“‘All 
dialysis patients even- 
tually qualify for Medi- 
care coverage.” Medicare 
has appraised the cost of 
running on a dialysis 
machine at $150 per run. 


Robinson notes that 
renal (irreversible) kidney 
failure patients have two 
alternatives. One is to 
remain on the dialysis 
machine and the other is 
to have a kidney trans- 
plant. Twenty to thirty 
percent of the patients go 
for transplants, he 
reports, even though there 
is only a 60 percent 
chance the transplant will 
be successful.

The Indian fad is dying. 
Fashion trends have 
moved away from tur- 
quoise and silver.

LONDON: (AP) == 
British police in- 
vestigating the abduction 
of an American Mormon 
missionary held three 
men for questioning Sun- 
day and put out an alert 
for two Americans, a 
woman and a man. 


Kirk Anderson, a 21- 
year-old Mormon from 
Orem, Utah, was released 
unharmed Saturday and 
told police he had spent 
three days shackled and 
handcuffed by his alleged 
kidnapers. 

Police said they were 
certain the alleged abduc- 
tion involved a wealthy 
American woman who 
had been infatuated with 
Anderson in the U. S. and 
has waged a two-year 
campaign of harassment 
against him. 

Police in Epsom, the 
suburb where Anderson 
was released, said the 
woman they are seeking 
for questioning is Joyce 
MelInney, 27. She was

described as a “‘very at- 
tractive’ blonde with a 
Southern accent. 

They said she is known 
to use a variety of false 
names and is believed to 
have come to Britain in 
August from Utah. 


They said the man they 
are seeking is Keith 
Joseph May, 25, who also 
uses two. aliases and 
comes from Los Angeles. 


Epsom police said none 
of the three men they are 
holding is American and a 
spokesman added “‘there 
will be no charges made 
tonight.” They did not 
identify the three and 
gave no other details 
about them. 


Detective Chief 
Superintendent Bill 
Hucklesby said police are 
watching airports and 
ports for Miss MclInney 
and May, who have been 
passing for husband and 
wife. ‘““‘They could have 
left the country but I very 


much doubt it,” he said. 

Police are still question- 
ing Anderson about his or- 
deal. The Mormon mis- 
sionary vanished Wednes- 
day from the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints in the village of 
Ewell, near Epsom. 

A Scotland Yard 
spokesman said Anderson 
was bundled into a car 
outside the church. “A 
blanket was put over his 
head and he was driven 
for some time,” he said. 
“He ended up in a house 
where he was held 
handcuffed and he told us 
that his legs were 
shackled.” 

On Saturday, the Yard 
spokesman said, Ander- 
son was driven ina car, 
again with a blanket over 
his head, and released un- 
harmed in central Lon- 
don. 

Anderson came to 
Britain 10 months ago on 


a two-year mission for the 
Mormon Church.
